Rice and his wife were the parents of three children: George, Littleton and 
William Bruce Rice (1831-1911). This Rice family apparently did not remain in 
Richmond Co. long after James’ birth, assumed because the family does not appear 
on census records. Where did they move into Richmond Co. from, and where did 
they move immediately after leaving the county. It is known that Jater, fol- 
lowing the death of his wife, James moved to Jackson Co., MS and settled in 
Raytown. He died there about 1850.
